This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: An embodiment must be chosen from each group below and each chosen 
embodiment should relate to the previous chosen embodiment, if applicable. 

Group 1, embodiments 1 and 2, represented by the system or method of delivering a 
plurality of single pulses or burst of pulses, respectively. 

Group 2, embodiments 3-7, represented by the signal generator and electrode system (or 
corresponding method) comprising a single pulse (claims 27-29 and 93-95), a plurality of bursts 
(claims 30-41 and 96-1 10), the electrodes in a garment (claims 45-52 and 1 1 1-118), the 
amplitude to allow normal sleep (claims 53-55 and 119-121), and the plurality of electrodes 
(claims 60-66 and 126-132), respectively. 

Group 3, embodiments 8-10, represented by the different monitors comprising heart rate, 
caloric, or accelerometer, respectively. 

Group 4, embodiments 1 1 and 12, represented by applying the electrodes to the same 
limb or different limbs, respectively. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, there are no claims that are allowable and generic.
